NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
| 


The news from Rus-ia this week indicates that the tide of persecution 
is still flowing with irresistible force, and threatening to engulf the 
entire Jewish population in misery. No class is sp:red in the relentless 
crusade. We are now told that the rights of the Jewish members of the 
legal profession are to be still further curtailed. Letters from Qdessa dis- 
play great anxiety on the part of the Jews—an anxiety much increased by the 
‘absence of trustworthy news since the suppression of the Woschod. The 
Russian general press simply abuses the Jews, but dors not condescend to pub- 
lish any news concerning them. The report relating to the intention of Baron 
Gunzburg to leave Russia may be true, quite apart from the doubtfal circum- 
stantial details by which the report is accompanied. Jt would not excite 
much remark if the Czar refrained from shaking hands with a Jew, even a 
Baron whom the Emperor created a Councillor of State. 
not a very cordial manner, and is usually taciturn and reserved towards all 
his subjects. ‘The report, however, is not improbable, as many well authen- 


ticated stories are current of the effects of the Czar turning the cold shoulder - 


towards any one, as a mark of his imperial disp'casure. Bat a few waeks ago 
a popniar lieutenant in the Russian army had to retire, and sacrifice his 
whole future, simply owing to the circumstance that the Czar disregarded his 
loyal bow at a Coort Ball, : 


In the whole range of new historical material which has been co'leeted 
since the Albert Hall Exhibition was held, nothing is more strikingly i}las- 
trative of the inadequacy of previons researches than the knowledge we have 
acquired of the life and work of Antonio Fernandez Carvajal. Whether 
Carvajal was or was not the founder of the Anglo-Jewish community, there 
is no question that he stood very close to jts ¢radie and was a personage of 
great importance in his day, but yet his very name was unknown te Kaglish 
Jews a decade ago. Now we have materials for quite a large biography of 
him. As Mr. Lacien Wolf—whose interésting paper is in cour’e of pub- 
lication in our colamns—has stated, in 1880 Mr. Israe' Davis firat 
directed attention to Carvajal in an article published in these colamns deal- 
ing with the title deeds of the Beth Holim cemetery. Three years ago Mr, 
Wolf gave us an account of his commercial career and of the part he p'ayed 


in the resettlement negotiations. Dr. Kanffmann snbseqnently discovered 


on the Continent a transcription of t!e epitaph on his tomb in the Mile End 


Road, the original of which has long sinee crumbled away. And now we 
have obtained a knowledge of his politieal dealings with @rowwell which even 
bis contemporaries did not enjoy. Is is to be-hoped that one day all these 
facts will be pieced together into a complete biography. The man of whom 


even Violet could speak as ‘‘the great Jew” is deserving of some monument 


at the hands of his descendants who enjoy the fruits uf his public spirit. 


There could not pos bly be cited a better practi eS of the 
Biblical phrase 1’ MUAH than that quoted by Mr. F. D, Mocatta, 
President of the Jewish Home, Stepney Green, in his letter which we publish 


— 


His Majesty has 
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_ their warmest sympathy in the irreparable loss which they

in another column. Mr. Mocatta attended last week at the Old Castle Street 
Board School, and was presented by Mr. Abraham Levy, the Head Master, 
with an album, containing the names of 900 persons, who, at the suggestion 
of Mr. Levy, the other teachers and the pupils of the school, had consented 
to subscribe one penny a week to the Jewish Home. That charity was 
originally founded (under the misleading title of the Jewish Workhouse) by 
the poorest for the poorest ; to rescue aged Jews and Jewesses from 
parochial workhouses. It is well, that the powér of the penny in charity 
should still be manifested. As Mr. Mocatta so eloquently writes, it is the 
true principle of charity that the rich, the middle-class and the poor should 
each give according to his means. The triple cord of sympathy and susten- 
ance thus formed would not easily be broken. In former days our charities 
did not disdain the hamble, cheerfully given penny ; they now prefer to rely 
upon the conventional and more cheaply collected guinea. | 


It is interesting to note that stéps are being taken with a view to the 
foundation of a Jewish congregation in the quaint and quiet historic city of 


Durham. The old cathedral cities are, as a rule, distinguished by the 


absence of sufficient Jews to form a corporate community. In most of them, 


however, there are noticeable traces of times when, in the zenith of that | 


prosperity which marked out these cities as episcopal centres, Jews lived and 
flourished in them, aiding their progress and, indeed, testifying to that pro- 
gress by their very presence. In days gone by the Bishops of Durham were 


princes of the church, who enjoyed in the north of England a power almost 


regal ; and ecclesiastical lords of the county Palatine have passed away 
whose conception of the place in history of the Jew and his literature was 
something other than that of the present eminent holder of the see and tha 
great and distinguished Hebraist who immediately preceded him. It is only 
quite recently that any Jews have taken up their residence in Durham, 
although large numbers of our coreligioniste have displayed much communal 
activity for many years past in the more busy towns of the diocese, in Sunder- 
land, Shields, and Hartlepool. | 


A most satisfactory feature of the proposed arrangements of the pro- 
moters of the incipient congregation at Durham is that they Ahr to 
establish themselves as a contributing branch of the large and growing con- 
gregation at Sunderland, This is gratifying for many reasons. The expense 
of maintaining a shochet—to say nothing of a minister—must, if such 
officials are to be respectable men, be as great for a Minyan of ten as for a 
congregation of a hundred families. Not a little of the prestige of Jews in 
the provinces has been sadly prejadiced by the spéctacle presented when, 
upon emergency, representation of the Jews has been needed and demanded, 
and it is discovered in a cathedral city or university town that the ‘ Jewish 
Rabbi” is earning something like fifteen shillings per week, and is “ at 


* home for consultation” in a butcher's:shop. Durham is both a Cathedral 


and a University city, its tone is necessarily both clerieal and scholarly, and 
it is as well that, for the purposes of any congregation formed there, the 
services of the minister at Sunderland will, under a scheme of amalgamation, 
be always at command. It is perhaps too much to hope that t 
contemplation is an indication of some future federation of the congregations 
lying so closely together in the North. It will, however, result in profit to 
both the communities which are parties to the arrangement, the smaller 
deriving from the larger a strength it otherwise could not obtain, and the 
larger deriving the improvement of tone and sense of dignity, never separ- 
able from a recognised increase of responsibility. oe

AN ATTEMPTED “BLOOD ACCUSATION.” 


The following almost astounding story is published in the Wiener Sonn-und- 
ae Zeitung, for the accuracy of which the writer professes to be able to 
vouch :— 

“Leopold Kraus, a Jewish horse dealer, living in a suburb of Vienna, to 
wit, Simme , had stables at an inn kept by another Jew named Klein, On 
March the 25th, Kraus, who was going to attend a neighbouring market, went 
early in the morning to the stables to get ready. Just as his cart was being 
taken out of the shed he wanted to put some brushes and other articles in the 
box under the driver's seat. For this purpose he drew aside the leather front 
of the box, when he was startled to see in it, huddled up and motionless, a boy 
of about six or seven years of age. Kraus had the presence of mind to call out 
to a com , named Reis, who was busy with the horses, ‘For Heaven's 
sake fetch the innkeeper and some others, to see what is here under the seat.’ 
The le collected round the cart, where pos saw the boy in a position which 
would certainly have endangered his life, the carriage moved only a few 

Long iron nails had been driven into the box, and the head and limbs of the 

y had been so placed that it was impossible they should fail to wound and 

rhaps kill the child, once the vehicle was in motion. This was quite apart 

rom the danger of suffocation, which would be caused when the driver took 

his seat, and with his legs pressed the leather against the only opening that 
admitted air into the box. coy 

“The boy was 7 taken out and asked who had placed him in the 
box. He gave no reply, and as he continued to maintain complete silence after 
he had been given a cup of coffee and kindly spoken to, he was taken to the 
' police-station. It was ascertained that the Jad was the eon of a poor Christian 

peasant in the neighbourhood. What made the case look suspicious was the fact 
that a few yards from Klein's inn is an inn kept by a notorious anti-Semite, 
which is the head-quarters of the anti-Semites of Simmering. Upon the Jews 
concerned in this matter the suggestion forced itself that the boy had been 
induced by threats or promises to allow himself to be put in the box, as it was 
impossible for bim to have crept into it himself. It is also conjectured that 
some of the anti-Semites had thus laid a trap, knowing the Jewish Passover was 
close at hand.

THE LATE FERDINAND GREGOROVIUS. 


Our Berlin correspondent writes : On the 1st of May the celebrated historical 
writer, Ferdinand Gregorovius, died at ‘Munich, honoured and esteemed far beyond 
the limits of Germany. In 1852 he went to Italy, and commenced there “ The 


History of Rome in the Middle Ages,” whic was only completed in 1872, and his. 


torical critics were unanimous in praising this gigantio work. Through this work 
Gregorovius stepped into the foremost rank of all living historical writers. Rome 
conferred upon him the freedom of the city, on accouat of his important literary 
contribution to the history of its town, ani resolved to have the work translated 
into Italian at itsexpense. When last year the Moritz Rappaport foundation in 
Vienna set as its prize subject “ History of the Jews in Rome, since their first settle 
ment in the Capital of the Roman Empire, until the disappearance of the Ghetto in 


the reign of Humbert I.,” Gregorovius was chosen as prize-adjudicator, being the | 


greatest authority on the history of Rome. Rabbiner, Dr. Adolf Jellinek writes on 
this subject the following in the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judeathums: “The history 
of the Jews! How many interesting points are offered to the thinker, inquirer, and 
adherent of Judaism. When one recalls, how the proud Cicero for fear of the influen- 
tial Jews, had to moderate his voice at one passage of his speech |‘ Pro Flaceo;' how 


| the Jews loudly mourned at the ashes of Julius Casar; how the Roman jeunesse dorée 


took part at the celebration of the Sabbath on Friday eveniags in Jewish families, 
to the intense anger of the anti-Semite Juvenal ; and how ia the Roman Ghetto 
poetry and science had worthy representatives ; and if one looks at the Rome of 
to-day, how the Ghetto has disappeared, and sons of our race are heard and seen in 
Parliament, in the Senate and Ministry, then one must, especially if a Jew, look 
full of admiration at this great historical drama, whose hero is a Jew, and which 
took place in Rome. No part of Jewish history can entrance imagination, mind, 
and heart, as that of the Roman Jews.” This opinion was shared by the historical 
writer Gregorovius, and he maintained, that the fulfilment of this plan was a long 
desired wish of his, Such a work would fill agapin the history of the:peopls of 
Israel. Three treatises were submitted to Gregorovius, but he proposed to set the 
prize subject a second time, as the works had not sufficiently elucidated the matter. 
It would be a pity, wrote Gregorovius, if such a happily-chosen theme, should re- 
main without lasting worth. The time fixed for sending in the further works has 
been in consequence prolonged until December 31st, 1892 : unfortunately the first 
adjudicator Gregorovius, and the second Dr. Nehemias Briill have died in the mean- 
time. Let ue hope the interesting work may be forthcoming !

THE JEWS OF CORFU. 


A special telegram received by us from Corfu shortly before going to press 
conveys the information that the situation at Corfu is calming down. 


[TELEGRAM FROM OUR MANCHESTER CORRESPONDENT. | 
MANCHESTER, THURSDAY. 


Letters received here this morning from Corfu, dated 17th May, confirm 
arrival of British and other war-vessels, detachments of Artillery and Sappers, 
also arrival of the new Prefect, who had taken severe measures to restore order and 
insisted on Jews resuming business and leaving Ghetto. Prefect had also asked 
Chief Rabbi to use influence that Jews should not leave the island ; they however 
had left in considerable numbers. Some attribute the rising to political motives, 
Tricoupis’ party wishing to overthrow Delyannis. Greek Government sent 5, 
drachmas for the sufferers from Trieste. £120 received from Joint Committee of 
Greeks and Jews. It was intended that the synagogues should be opened on 
Monday last (18th) for the first time with special service.

APPEAL FROM THE oF Corre. 
Conru, 13TH May, 1891. 


Honovrep Sik, | 

You are no doubt well acquainted with the misfortune that has overtaken 
the Jewish community of Corfu. After the cruel murder of an innocent creature 
(the little Rubina, daughter of Vita Sarda, a descendant of the Jewish refugees 
trom Spain in 1492), somebody invented the fable that she was a. Christian, 
stolen by the Jews some years ago, and brought up until recently by Mr. Sarda, 
in order that she might serve as the pretended ritual sacrifice of our Passover. 
As soon as this fantastic story Bort among the Christians of the island, the 
Jewish population became the object of a persecution hitherto unknown in 
Corfu, and which has scarcely a parallel in the long history of sufferings of our 
people. For the last month it has become absolutely impossible for the Jews to 
occupy themselves with their business affairs ; they areshut up in their unhealth 
Ghetto, and those among them who have the hardihood to go beyond its bound- 
aries are exposed to acts of violence and oppression of every sort at the hands of 
an excited population. The civiland military authorities have given us their pro- 
tection, but they have imposed on us, as a condition of our personal safety, the abso- 
lute absence of all Jews from every quarter which is inhabited by Christians. 
They have not even authorised us to open our shops which are situated in our own 
Ghetto, nor even to resume our commercial and industrial pursuits. The Ghetto 
itself isnot safe ; access to it being free to Christians, bands of evil-disposed 
persons are formed almost every instant. Yesterday, when a month 
had elapsed since the martyrdom of poor Rubina, we had to 
deplore the death of one of our brethren. He was killed by a band 
of Christians, who pretended to be animated by friendly feelings towards him and 
invited him to accompany them to a cabaret. Other Jews were seriously wounded 
_ in the disorder that ensued. ; 


In consequence of these disastrous events the immefise majority of the Jews 


in Corfu, who gain their living by their daily work, are now deprived of every | 


resource, and hundreds of families every day cry aloud in their despair and grief 
in tones that go to the hearts of every feeling person. Local Jewish benevolence 
has done everything that is possible to alleviate so much unjust suffering, but 
unfortunately it is now exhausted. The greatest econo.ny is being practised in 
several philanthropic institutions, and special collections have been made at the 
houses of the well-to-do Jews, who, unhappily, are but very few in number ; but 
in spite of all these efforts it is only possible to meet for a few days longer the 
pressing needs of our poor. | : 

I therefore appeal to your true Jewish sentiments, in begging you to open 
as soon as possible a subscription list on behalf of our coreligionivts here. In the 
hope that this appeal may meet with a favourable response, I beg to tender you 


my own thanks and those of our brethren, arid offer you the expression of my

_ Baron H. de Worms, for Sir J, Ferausson, said :—Information has reached 
Her Majesty's Government to the same effect as that which has appeared in the 
Press. Several attempts are statedto have been made to fire the Jewish quarter, 
but hitherto, fortunately, without success. Her Majesty's Minister at Athéns 
has made representations to the Greek Government on the subject, and thé 
admiral in the Mediterranean has been instructed to send a ship of war to Corfu 
in order to co-operate with the Consul for the protection of British Jews. With 


regard to the supplemental question, I have not the information required to 
answer it. Inquiries will be made.

terrible persecution that is taking place dhows that we inust not count too confi 
dently on the progress that the world has made in all parts of it. But yet I think 
you are justified in believing in peace ; and, though the decisions which 
have been effected by great wars are never without appeal, and that the time of 
appeal lasts over many decades, wr there are fears prevalent that some of those 
decisions may be appéaléd agéinst, atid efforts made to reverse them, still I feel that, 
as every year goes on, the terrible results of war become more evident to the 
human mind, and the danger of ib recedes into the background. 


Our accouht last week of the serious position of the Jews in Corfu gave 
sufficient indication of the causes that had led io the éxcesses of whith the 
Jews were the victims. The intelligence which has reached us during the past 
week shows that the Huropean Powers, especially England and France, brought 
such pressure to bear upon the Greek Government that energetic measures were 
taken to bring abouta cessation of the riots, to relieve the Jews from the state 
of siege in which they had been placed, and to insure their protection generally. 
For the first time since the troubles commenced, on Friday the shops in 
the three principal streets of the Jewish quarter were open. 

There has been forwarded to London a copy of a Greek leaflet which was 
circulated at Oorfu to incite the population against the Jews. The imprint 
proves that the leaflet was printed at Athens. This confirms the reports, 
already mentioned by us, that the anti-Jewish riots were not entirely local in 
their origin, but were instigated from Athens where Russian influences are pre- 
dominant. The incident of the discovery of the murdered Jewish child served as 
the match to set ablaze the inflammable materials already prepared of set pur- 


pose for some political object. 
The Government has declared its intention of punishing the leaders of the 


riots. The semi-official organ of the Government says that “ the heavy hand of the 
law must be laid upon the authors of the late serious disturbances, some for fos- 
tering the prejudices and superstitions of the people, others for arousing religious 
hatred between the two races, and others again for taking advantage of the situa- 
ton for the sake of gain.” 

Every effort was made by the Greek Government to minimise the accounts 
of the rivting and the state of terror which occurred in the Jewish quarter of 
Corfu. The total numbar of victims has been ascertained to be forty, of whom 
fifteen were murdered, while the remainder succumbed to the privations to which 


they had been exposed. Many Jews fled to Trieste. 


From Athens, telegrams have been despatched during the week indicating 
the steps taken by the Government to protect the Jews. The Governor and tho 
Mayor were relieved of their duties and jae by more energetic officials, and 
the garrison was considerably strengthened. All accounts agree in attributing 
the improvement to the serious representations of the Great Powers with the 
significant exception of Russia. 

The Jews suffered terrible privations, many died from hunger, and deplorable 
tales are told of the sufferings endured by the women and children. At Trieste 
a relief Committee was promptly formed, and the liberal subscriptions, headed by 
a donation of 1,000 francs from the firm of Rothschild of Vienna, enabled prompt 


‘measures to be taken for the relief of the suffering Jews, Messrs. Rothschild of 


London and other prominent Jews have also contributed through other channels 
towards the relief of the Jews of Corfu. 

The news received at Manchester early in the week from Corfu has been of a 
reassuring character. The attacks upon the Jews have not been repeated and 
everywhere a more pacific disposition is prevalent. The Greek Government are 
evidently anxious that there shall not be an exodus of Jews from Corfu. We 
have it on good authority that a few days since an important official waited upon 
Chacham da Fano with the request, that he would use his influence with the Jews 
to remain in the island, protnising that order should soon be restored. 

Full details are to hand respecting the barbarous attacks made on the Jews 
last week, and which were briefly described in otir last issue as conveyed by tele- 

ph. Writing from Corfu on the 18th inet., a correspondent whose letter we 
Eats seen, described the position of the Jews a8 then most critical. With scarcity 
of food, the close confinement of a oe number of people in already overcrowded 
houses, and the hot weather, severa 
those Jews who escaped the knife and revolver cf the Greeks saw themselves 
threatened with death from disease and hunger, It would be impossible to describe 
the sufferings of the poor Jews, but a mére attempt can be made to let the public 
know the shameful and barbarous treatment those unfortunates have received at 
the hands of their Greek oppressors, and the poor weak efforts, if such could be 
called, the local authorities made to assist the Jews or to punish the perpetrators 


of the outrage. Last Tuesday at the instigation of the authorities, Jews ventured 


to open partially their shops and go outa little, when, at noon a band of Greeks 
armed with revolvers and knives went into the midst of the Jewish quarter killed 
one Jew, actually ripping him open, and wounded another beyond recovery. The 


man killed leaves a wife and ten children. Several other Jews were also wounded. © 
No soldiers, though there were some in the neighbourhood, came to the rescue, 


and the police only put in an appearance after the deed was done. The murderers 
were thus allowed to escape, and although well-known to the police, are still at 
large. It is evident that even in their own quarter Jews were not safe, and the 
“protection” the authorities afforded them was only sham. The only one who did 
anything to amélicrate the condition of the Jews was Mr. Bens, the fiscal advo- 
cate, who wired repeatedly to Athens that things weré going from bad to worse. 
However, it was not until Mr. Karanza, the special commissioner sent by the 
Government at Athens to Corfu, returned to the capital and gave his report 


that the true state of affairs was made known to the Government. 
Reinforcements were eagerly expected. Many Jewish families are leaving, —

At the out- 
break of the disturbances the number of the military force at Corfu was 350, 
most of them natives of the island and inclined to make common cause with the 
mob. The Jewish population of Corfu and the other Ionian Islands hopes for 
successful help and support only from England, the other Powers being not 
energetic enough in their action towards Greece. More than 600 Jews have left 
the island during the last fifteen days, on board British, French, Italian, and 
Austrian steamers. The destitute among them have not been obliged to pay 
passage money . Letters from Corfu assert that the Urthodox Greek clergy did 
not: take part in the Pee ae of the Jews, and that the report that they 
had done so was unfounded. The Greek clergy in Corfu is very liberal and 
tolerant, and the Greek bishop, a humanitarian and philanthropist, paid a visit 
to the Grand Rabbi during the persecution. The French Vice-Consul was 
attacked in the open street and wounded because he had energetically defended 
French subjects among the Jews. | 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Wednesda 
night : The Greek Bishop of Corfu has stated to a Press Galeaevidilient that ‘bets 
exists no doubt that the girl recently murdered in the island was a Jewess. He 
added that the assertion that the murder was in any way connected with the 
Jewish ritual is ridiculous.

Taoven the accounts. trom various sources continue to vary, a special 
telegram received by us. from Corfu, within. a few hours of our 
going to press, places beyond doubt the fact that the position of 
affairs at Corfu has now definitely assumed a healthier tone. The 
Greek Government is not a Russian despotism, [defiant alike of the 
rights of its Jewish subjects and of the opinion of the civilised world.

By a curious coincidence, the question put to the Government in the 
House of Commons on Friday last by a Jew, Sir Juntan Goxpsmin, 
(the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association) was satisfactorily answered 
on behalf of the Foreign Office by another Jew, Baron Henry pz Worms, 
(the ex-President of the Association). For the friendly interference of the 
Powers—Russia naturally holding sloof from the demonstration—we are 
deeply grateful, but we feel confident that after the first paralysis caused by 
the suddenness of the outbreak, the Greek Government would of its own 
accord have taken the‘vigorons steps necessary to repress the violence of the 
Corfiote mob, 
From some points of view, the recent attack on the Jews is a bitter 
experience.

Besides this 
friendliness of the clergy, we have also to note with rleasare the general tone 
of the European press in its comments on the present incident. It was left 


truth of the tramped-up charge of child-murder. It is curious to witness 
the wrigglings of such journals as the Krewzzeitung which, commencing 
by a complete acceptance of the legendary accusation, has now so far 
modified its language as to profess its disbelief in the idea that a mur- 
der was committed by Jews for ritual purposes. For such slender mercies 
we are indeed thankful, for they show that the old poison is surely losing its 
fatal force. So, too, there is a noticeable attempt to offer non-religious 
explanations of the outbreak, This attempt is in itself a sign 
of grace, and so is the official effort to minimise the whole affair. 
It is said that the Jews were the supporters of an un- 
popular Mayor, that the mob was roused by the Opposition in order to em- 
barrass the Government, that the labour question was the original root of the 
whole movement which was fanned into flame by foreign agitators. There 
is some reason perhaps for assuming that in Corfu ‘an anti-Alien crusade is 
in course of fomentation. Many of the Jews of the Island have never 
abandoned their citizenship under foreign Powers, while others of them are 
actually of alien birth, being immigrants chiefly from Italy and Austria. If 
the purpose of the agitation be to drive the Jews from Corfu, the object 
seems likely to be gained, for 600 are already reported to have left the scene 
of the recent deplorable catastrophe. They will be less the losers than the 
inhospitable people whose shores they are forsaking. The Jews in all 
the Mediterranean Islands and in North Africa have more than paid their 
footing both in the Middle Ages and in modern times by the accession of 
trade and consequent prosperity that they introduced wherever they settled 
in those districts. 7 
Reviewing the whole incident, with much that is painful there are points 
which reassure us and restore ourequanimity. For amid all, no real charges 
have been brought against the Jews of Corfu. Even their aggressors admit 
the honourable character and usefulness of their victims, and this, together 
with the laboured efforts at casting the responsibility on foreign and ex- 
ternal influences, leads us to hope that with the passing over of the Greek 
Easter, the wave of fanaticism will gradually and permanently recede. In 
‘the meantime the duty devolves upon the wealthy Jews in the West of 
assisting to mitigate the distress caused by the riots. We publish an appeal 
from the Chief Rabbi of Corfu, Signor Da Fano. Contributions from England

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The Conjoint Committes of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association has received from the Foreign Office the following despatch forwarded 
by Consul-General Sandwith at Odessa to the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs : | 


Opessa, 18TH APRIL, 1891. 

My Lord,—Stern measures are being taken to expel Jews from the Govern- 
ments lying outside the pale as well as such living within the pale who contravene 
existing regulations. From the northern portions of Volbynia especially a rigotous 
expulsion is being practised, for though situated outside the pale, several Jewish 
families had overflowed into it from the Southern part. In Podolia, Kherson, 
Poltava, and little Russia generally the villages ate being purged of the despised 
race, who flock into the towns. The law forbidding Jews opening wine shops on 
prémises not their own property is also being rigorously enforced. From this and 
other causes there is a gradual exodus of these poof people from towns where they 
mostly congregate. From Ananiew, in the northern part of the Government, 20 
families are emigrating, from Balta in Podolia 200 families, from Jitomir in 
Volhynia upwards of 100, and the movement extends to most other towns, whence 
I have no particular information. Kiev is the centre of an emigration on an exten- 
sive scale. Mr. Vice-Consul Smith, writing from Kiev on the 15th inst., informs 
me that 90 families had left that town the previous day, while after the Jewish 
Passover 800 families were ready to leave, mostly expelled by order of the police. 


Hamburg is the destination of the majority of these poor creatures, whence they | - 


continue their flight for North America. Mr. Smith says that he has daily dealings 
with Jews, but he ficds it very difficult to obtain trustworthy information from 
them on this emigration question, for he says: “They are now so terror-stricken

A report is current here that the expulsion of the Jews from Moscow recom- 
menced after the refusal of the Paris House of Rothschild to issue the Conversion 
Loan, but that it is being prosecuted less overtly than before, so that the arrival 
of the new Governor General of Moscow, the Duke Sergius, may not have a gloom 
cast over it by the open enactment of all the painful scenes attendant upon the 
execution of the Imperial Ukase. General Gresser, the Prefect, has received 
instructions to proceed with rigour against the Israelites in this city. 

St. PeTerspurG, May 17. 

The judicial authorities contemplate a serious curtailment, at an early date, 
of the rights hitherto enjoyed by Jewish wembers of the legal profession. It is 
intended to prohibit them from pleading in criminal cases or acting as counsel for 
the defence in ordinary lawsuits whenever the pecuniary interests involved in the 
action may exceed a certain figure, to be determined by the authorities. 

Israelites who have embraced the Greek Orthodox faith will in future be 


subjected to a strict surveillance, and if they continue to visit the synagogues | 


they will probably be proceeded against with rigour. | | 


The Moskowskija Viedomosti states that orders have been received from the 
Ministry of the Interior by the provincial authorities at once to collect statistics 
as to the number of Jews residing in the various towns, whether legally or 
illegally, and to take immediate steps for the removal of those falling under the 
latter category to the places to which they belong.

COUNT IGNATIEFF’S POLICY AND THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.”’ 


Sir,—My forecast that the only remedy for the persecutions of the Jews in 
Russia will be emigration seems now to be admitted on all hands. In one of m 
letters to you last year L ventured to say that‘. . . The persecutions the Jews 
in Russia are now undergoing are not religious but political.” I did not consider 
it wise at the time to explain myself more fully on the matter. I lulled myself 
into a hope that somethin might yet happen which would cauée Russia to aban- 
don a policy eréatel for her by Count Ignatieff. Liké one who is drowning, | 
caught at évéry straw : and much asI did not believe in any good coming from 
the Guildhall Meeting, I weltomed evéry statement made by our Jewish public 
and prominent men to the efféct that matters looked better in Russia thanks to 
that great and influential meeting. But bitter truth has superseded sweet hope ; 
events of quite a different character are staring us in theface, and, with a tear in 
the eye, we are compelled to say that the fate of five millions Jews is doomed in 
Russia now as, in my opinion, it was tacitly doomed before even the ink of the 
Berlin Treaty had time to dry up. And TConsider it now high time to 
explain why I ascribed the persecution in Russia of the Jews to a purely political 
motive. 

Russia’s dream for generations past has always been—Constantinople. Peter 


the Great moved the first step towards it and signally failed ; he, his Empress, 


nd his entire army were surrounded and cut off from the outer world by the 
urks in what is now the kingdom of Roumania, and would have perished had, he 
not listened in time to the advice of his German Generals and bribed the Turkish 
Commander-in-Chief with a heavy bakshish. Thé lesson, however, was lost on 
Peter’s successors, and in the current centtity alone we have seen three campaigns 
undertaken by Holy Russia against the Padishah (1828, 1853-1856, 1877-1878), 
while We may, perhaps, witness another campaign before it closes.

embarkation for the far West. On the other hand I believe that whatever those who

t or. 

The trade of the country is at present very poor, the chief exports being 
agricultural. There is really only one city in the whole region—Damascus 
with some 200,000 souls. All Palestine has been reckoned at 600,000 in 6, 
square miles, or two millions, including Syria—the Lebanon region, which is 
already over-populated. 

‘The land is, to a great extent, held by the peasantry by village community 
tenure. Many villages are ruined by taxation and by borrowing at 60 per cent. 
or more interest. Banks that would lend at 15 to 20 per cent. would in time 
obtain all the business of this kind, I imagine ; but their receipts would in 
many cases be doubtful, The peasantry are mainly Moslems, with villages of 
Greek Christians intermingled, and there are a few poor colonies of Jews, 
Circassians, etc., with German Colonies which are only moderately successful. 
Many of these Germans are now scattered about the country. 

The annual visits of tourists are a main source of money in the towns 
they visit, but there are many regions into which they never go at all. 

A great influx of poor Russian pilgrims and of Greek and other Christians 
pilgrims occurs at Easter. 

The question is therefore, Are your Colonists to be agriculturists, — 
growers of corn, wine, oil, fruit, cotton, silk, vegetables, indigo, etc., etc., with 
hopes of an export trade, or are they to be merchants, bankers, and small | 
traders and mechanics? There is but little opening at first for the second 
category. Yet there is much need of mechanics in the country to improve the 
existing methods. It would be slow work however. _ 

If agriculturists they could, I imagine, obtain fand. The peasants would 
often be glad to sell their rights if permitted; but then what is to become of 
them? They are better fitted to till the land than any other class, and they 
are a peaceful, laborious people in spite of all their trials, and have much more 
spirit and energy than those of Egypt. 

What they would need would be just and honest dealing, and a share in 
the prosperity due to increased cultivation. Any arrangement should make 
them part owners or shareholders in proportion to the value of their work and 
capital with those who come to work with them. Of course much ignorance, 
suspicion, and prejudice would at first be found ; but I never found them im- 
practicable, they are faithful to their agreements, but I know of a terrible case 
of violence where a Jewish landowner lost his life after successful farming and 
aftet he had obtained a real title to hisland. _ 

It would be pure waste of money to start without a well-secured title, and 
well-defined boundaries to the lands. 

This is all that occurs to me to say. If you obtain more precise details 
from residents of your own people I could tell you what I thought of their 
reports. 
ye’ 3 views were published in some papers in the Jewish Chronicle in 1878, 
25th October, Ist November, 8th November, and 24th Jauuary, 1879, also 
16th January, 1880; but changes may have occurred since 1882, when I was 
last in Palestine. There is much that is good in Laurence Oliphant’s “ Land 
of Gilead,” though I regarded Gilead as too remote in absence of a railway. If 
a railroad to Damascus were made Gilead might be more feasible.

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CROMWELL’S JEWISH INTELLIGENCERS. 


A PAPER READ AT Jews’ CoLLeGe LITERARY Sooigry, May 10. 
BY LUCIEN WOLF. 


In the course of my paper on “ The Re-Settlement of the Jews in England,” 
to which I have already referred, I gave an account for the first time of a number 
of crypto-Jews living in England prior to the mission of Menasseh ben 
Israel. (") The chief of this small community was an eminent Spanish mer- 
chant named Antonio Ferdinando or Antonio Fernandez Carvajal. I proposed to 
identify Carvajal as the real founder of the Anglo-Jewish community, on the 
grounds that he was the senior of the two Jews who took the initial step 
in our communal organisation by the purchase of a burial ground in 
1656, ("), and that his wealth, his extensive commercial connections, and the 
peculiar favour he enjoyed in high places warranted the belief that he was the 
“ principal agent” to whom Burton refers as having received on 
behalf of his co-religionists a “seasonable benefaction” in reward for 
certain services as political intelligencers. At that time I had no actual 
proof that either Carvajal, or any of his brethren, had been con- 
cerned in the purveyance of political information for Cromwell, although, in view 
of their other public services, and of the statements of Burnet and Burton, I 
pointed out that it was very probable. From the nature of these services, it did 
not seem likely that any documents relating to them would have been pre- 


served. Imagine, then, my gratified surprise when I found one day among the 


State papers of John Thurloe in the Bodleian Library a “ Letter of Intelli- 
gence” signed “Jacub Goltburgh,” and addressed ' oat 
Monsieur FERDINANDO 

CARNEVALL, Marchand, 
aupres de la bourse. , 

A Londres (””). 
Here was evidently a relic of Carvajal’s political intelligencing. Although the 
Rev. W. Dunn Macray has entered “ Carnevall,” in his catalogue of the Rawlin- 
soniana and his calendar of the Clarendon State Papers, as one of the 
pseudonyms of Thurlce, there cannot be the slightest doubt that it is a mis-spelling 
of our Carvajal. Thurloe would scarcely have used as a nom de guerre the name of 
one of the most conspicuous merchants in the City of London, nor would he have had 
letters, intended for his private ear, addressed in such a way that they were bound to 


reach another person. For Carvajal lived in Leadenhall Street (”) which was quite 


“auprés de la bourse.” | Whether Carvajal merely received the letters for 
Thurloe is another question with which I will deal presently ; for the moment I 
am only concerned in showing that the “ Ferdinando Carnevall,” to whom a 
certain letter of intelligence was addressed by one Jacub Goltburgh, from Flush- 
ing, on December 20—30, 1656, was really Antonio Fernandez Carvajal, “ the 
great Jew,” as Violet calls him (), and not a mere alias of Cromwell’s Secretary 


of State. This, I think, requires no further demonstration, and consequently I — 


may claim to have found in this letter of Goltburgh’s the first piece of docu- 
mentary evidence in support of the statements of Burnet and Burton with regard 
to the political intelligencing of the Jews. The fact that Carvajal is the 
first, and, as will presently appear, the chief name, I have identified 
in this connection, tends to support my theory that it was he who 
received from Cromwell, in February, 1658, a certain ‘ seasonable bene- 
faction” which, as I have shown elsewhere (*) could only have been the privi- 
lege of residence. 

This, however, is not the only Letter of Intelligence I have traced to Carva- 
jal, although I had some difficulty in ferreting out the others. It was in trying 
to discover something about the personality of the writer of the first despatch 


that I alighted on the remainder of his correspondence with Carvajal. At first T 


thought that the actual spy,as well as the purveyor of the intelligence, was a 
Jew. The name Jacub Goltburgh is calculated to suggest such a suspicion, es 
pecially in view of the surrounding circumstances. It seemed probable that he 
was an Ashkenazi Jew, and, if so, the vaunted monopoly of the Sephardim in the 
work of the Re-Settlement was a myth. He might, I thought, afford a clue to 
the early and as yet un-narrated—though Iam happy to say not quite unex- 
plored—history of the followers of the Minhag Ashkenaz V’Polen in this country. 
My anticipations were doomed to disappointment. Goltburgh turned out to 
be a phantom—a more than ordinarily provoking mirage. | 

A careful examination of jthe letter, signed with his name, disclosed an in- 
dorsement, stating that it had been received from “Mr. J. Butler.” As 
I could find out nothing about Goltburgh, I naturally turned my 
attention to this new scent. Under the name Butler I soon found quite 


a collection—six in number—of copies of Letters of Intelligence ranging from 
September to December 1656. ('*) Being copies, they had no outside postal 
address, and were all entered by the cataloguer as having been written to Thurloe 


I was not long in discovering that the hypothetical description “John Butler 
[to Thurloe] ”was a mistake. The Butler letters are reall 


y part of what I may 
call the Carvajal series of political despatches. Goltburgh, in fact turned out to 


be only one of the pseudonyms of John Butler, for in his second letter to Carvajal 
he asks his employer to address him by this German name. “ For the better 
security of the correspondence I pray you for the future use this d 
‘To Mons. Mons. Goltburgh, merchant at Nimmeguen, to be left at the sign of the 
city of Isendyck, at Flushing.’” () I was very disappointed at this disappearance 
of my Jewish spy, especially as he promised to be so interesting a personage; and 
I devoted some little time to wondering what Puck-like fancy could have induced 
him to adopt a name so calculated to mislead that poor and hungry chiffonnier — 
the Anglo-Jewish historical stydent. I think I can offer an explanation. When

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| Mr. Butler arrived at Flushing he was charged to watch the Royalist levies which 
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1 of Ormond was then recruiting. Now the Karl of Ormond’s family name 
wed Bele and his Christian name James. The fact that they both possessed the 
same family name seems to have suggested to Carvajal s spy that he might take a 
liberty with his namesake. He consequently determined to assume a disguised 
form of the name James Ormond, latinising James into Jacob, and German. 
ising Ormond—the gold mountain—into Goltburgh. If this explanation is correct, 
I may console myself for the loss of my Ashkenazi spy with the reflection that he 
ought to have been a Jew. He certainly could not have shown more ingenuity 
in devising a Kinnui ("*) for his native name, had he enjoyed the educational 
advantages of a Polish Yeshibah. 

Besides the identity of Butler and Goltburgh I have another reason for claim- 
ing the whole of the Butler despatches in the Thurloe State Papers as having been 


‘addressed to Carvajal. This 1 find in the style of the documents. Like the 


Goltburgh letter they all commence “ Sir” and conclude : Your very affectionate 
friend to serve you.” It is improbable that a man like Butler would have 
addressed Thurloe in this way, and, in fact, I will show presently by a letter he 
actually did write to the Secretary of State that he employed quite a different 
style of address on such occasions. I should add that, among the copies of 
Butler's despatches, which, through the absence of the addresses, are labelled as 
having been written to Thurloe, there is also a copy of the very Goltburgh letter 
which, in the original,bears the superscription “a Monsieur Ferdinando Carnevall.’, 
(*) This is transcribed without the name of the addressee, and without the con . 
cluding compliments and signature, and is assumed, like the others, to have 
been addressed direct to Thurloe. |

09 Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” Levit. xix, 18, 


dear friends, we were really to love our neighbours as ourselves, we 
should lore our neighbours with no little intensity. Yet after all we are told oe 


| thy neighbour as thyself ; and the first implication is that one not only does natur- 


ally love oneself, but that one is even morally bound to do so. Now, in a sense, it is 
nite unnecessary to preach the doctrine of relf-love. There are what Sir Thomas 
rowne would call “ self-ended souls,” whose whole life’s sphere is bounded on 
every side by self ; stay-at-home ple for whom there is no outside world, or 
rather for whom the outside world exists as a frame to set off their own admirable 
pictare. On the other hand one cannot help seeing that this very selfishness may 
end in prodacing the opposite defect. In ages of materialism, a pessimistic view of 
life is rather more than lees likely to prevail. Concentrated all in self, life loses 
for many interest and worth. If you are always looking at call ergs though a 
master-artist drew it, the features will pall on you, and in the ita familiar lines 
become positively hateful. In thie way the most selfish people often detest them- 
selves ; and hatred of others, because I find myself hateful, is a vice not restricted 
to philosophers. | 

Therefore you see, it is not unnecessary to tell some people to love themselves, 

for by those words I mean: Make yourselves loveable ; create a self that you may 
rightly dare to love. Are there not whole tracts of the microcosm which each of us 
has left quite uncultivated? Are oureveryday hunger and thirst, our desires for 
ease, our passionate longing to lead the feshion, our true selves? Selfishness such 
as this is mean and hateful; but not so the selfishness that might make of each of 
us a trae human soul, in which mind and heart would gsm flowers of light and 
loveliness. Love thyself, if thyself be a true self, love of which cannot be 
selfish. | 
For the blossom of this perfect self-love is what we commonly call unselfishness, 
but might better be described as sympathy. Love thy neighbonr as thyself is the 
ethical expression to this side of the perfected character. But I shall be told that 
this is contradictory, that I eay fully love your own self if your self be loveable, 
and make it loveable ; and yet I approvingly cite the verse Love thy neighbour ! 
Of course Ido. What a poor and low idea of the perfectibility of the human soul 
must be held by one who can think that this perfection can be purely personal. 
Why, the ethical idea of God’s own —— is interpreted by His attribute of 
making others than Himeelf perfect, He cannot be love-worthy who does not wish 
others to be loveable ; he ie no true man who does not believe that others can be 
made loveable by his very love of them. The maxim Love thy neighbour as thyself 
has thusan actwality which no sarcasm can minimise ; for the practice of it proves 
its veracity, and helps to reconcile human nature to itself. 

Yet it may be doubted whether any other saying has been productive of more 
un-neighbourly bickering than the saying, “Love thy neighbour as thyself.” 
Christianity claims it for its own, and Dr. Giidemann gravely tells us how astounded 
a recent Austrian Minister of Education was even to hear that the words occurred in 
the Old Testament, This is uncommon ignorance let us hope ; but it is usually said 
that the Old Testament bids Hebrew to love Hebrew ; that the neighbour referred 
to as deserving love must be a member of the same religion. For the moment, let 
us suppose it to be so; for whatever else the maxim implies, it certainly does also 
imply that much. My friends, if a modern Jewish version of Leviticus were pro- 
duced, the compiler would indeed be impelled to bid Jew to love Jew. Little does 
the outside public know how unfounded is ita charge of Jewish clannishness. Just 
as the ordinary Christian thinks that every Jew knows the Talmud by heart, so he 
thinks that every Jew loves every other Jew with a love that is the heritage of 
centuries of fellow-suffering. t a delusion! Jews love nothing so little as 
they do other Jews. Who say the worst things of Jews? Other Jews! Who 
have been the cause of some of the worst evils that Jews have suffered? Jews

THE JEWS IN ALEXANDRIA. 


— 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


ALEXANDRIA, 17th April, 1891. _ 
Some time ago I wrote you respecting the inauguration of the new Jewish 
Hospital for the poor. This hospital has now been opened for the last three 
months, and its usefulness to the community is daily increasing. A considerable 
number of patients have already passed through tne wards of the establishment, 
and all but two or three have recovered or are‘on the way to convalescence ; these 
happy resulte are mainly due to the able and sympathetic care given by the 


Doctors to the patients, and also to the kind and diligent attentions of the Head 


Nurses. The Board of Administration, in one of its recent meetings, instituted a 
Board of Lady Guardians, whose duty will be to inspect the hospital in rotation 
fortnightly. As the need of some further accommodation for inmates already 
begins to be felt, extensive works are soon to be commenced. 

On the 8th instant a gala performance for the benefit of the hospital was 
given at the Zizinia Theatre here ; nearly all the leading members of the non- 

ewish communities had kindly accepted tickets for the occasion, thus proving 
that they appreciate the characteristic manner in which our co-religionists are 
always ready to contribute towards all Benevolent Societies, or for any charitable 
purpose independent of any sectarian feeling, The theatre was decorated with 
thorough good taste, forming a charming frame to the many lovely and well- 
dressed ladies that were congregated there. The attendance was unusually large; 
in fact, the demands for tickets had been so numerous that an additional row of 
reserved seats had to be provided. As to the financial result I do not know as yet 
the official returns, but I hear that there will remain about £600 or £700 net for 
the hospital fund. 

For many years past the urgent .need of the reopening of the Jewish Free 
School for girls was greatly felt in our community, now it seems that this void is 
to be shortly filled up. In fact, to institate a special fund for this purpose, a 
subscription has been already initiated gmong our members, and as far as my 
information goes, I find the inauguration will soon be a matter of fact. 

On the occasion of Parim the Jewish Workmen’s Club “ Iad Charuzim” gave 
a ball which was fairly well attended. This association is indeed most deserving 
of encouragement and support, for while only possessed of small pecuniary 
means for the present, yet the benefit of its work can already be largely felt. 
Through the aid of this club many a poor lad from the Jewish Free Schools 
has been already apprenticed to some trade, and their training is closely 
watched by a special committee of the Association. I regret to say that the 
financial result of their Purim ball was not so bright as had been anticipated, 
let us hope, however, that on the next occasion the material support of the

The Council have decided to place a tablet 
on the school walls in M. Aghion’s memory, and to have the Kaddish recited 
at the Talmud Torah School on each anniversary of his death.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES, 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies was held on hehe an 
at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue Bevis Marks. ere 
were present : Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, Vice-President, in the chair ; Lieut.- "7 
Goldsmid, Messrs. B. Barnett, B. Birnbaum, M. Castello, Benjamin L. Cohen, J. .

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis EMANUEL), read the correspondence 
with the Science and Art Department, the substance of which has already been pub- 
lished in the Jewish Chronicle, with regard to examinations falling on Jewish Sab- 
baths and festivals. Letters were also read from the Foreign Office with reference 
to emigration of Jews from Southern Russia (which will be found in another 
columr.) and to the expulsion of Jews from Imentanont in Morocco. The last-named 
document has already been published. Mr, Emanuel communicated to the meeting 
the contents of a letter he had received from Kaid Maclean, who holds high rank in 
the Sultan’s army, in reply to Mr. Emanuel’s unofficial request to that gentleman 
that he should use his influence with his Sheriffian Majesty on behalf of the Jews 
of Imentanout. Kaid Maclean's information. was to the effect that the order for 
the removal of the Jews from that place was, in reality, given for their protection, 

as some hostile tribes were fighting in the neighbourhood. Kaid Maclean added 
that he had been in Morocco fifteen years, and had always found the Sultan most 
kind and considerate to his Jewish subjects. ; 

A correspondence was read which had passed between the Board and the Acting 
Chief Rabbi as to the care of disused Jewish cemeteries. The Board wrote that 
“although it is not a function to assume the guardianship of disused cemeteries, 
and its power of assessment is restricted to the cost of performing the duties im- 
posed on it by its constitution, the Board has in two or three cases, when appealed 
to, exerted itself to collect funds to reclaim burial grouvds from the hands of the 
spoiler. It is felt, however, that this is a perfunctory and unsatisfactory mode of 
dealing with the subject. Some body or authority should assume this function, 
and be adequately provided with funds to enable them to performit,” Dr. Adler 
in his reply, acknowledged the excellent services rendered by the Board 
in safeguarding disused burial grounds, and said it would afford him great 
gratification if the Board would undertake a similar duty in the rare number 
of cases that occasionally arose. If, however, the Board declined to assume 
the responsibility, Dr. Adler promised that he wouli use his best endea- 

| Hee to ascertain whether any other body in the community would undertake this 
uty. 

It was resolved that as the Board had no funds at its disposal, Dr, Adler be 
requested to act on the suggestion he had made. | 

A memorial was submitted from the Managing Board of the Jewish com- 
munity in Gibraltar, who sought the good offices of the Board in endeavouring to 
obtain for Jewish patients in the Colonial Hospital in that town privileges they 
had once enjoyed, but which had been withdrawn from them. 

Mr. JosHuA M, Levy mentioned that the authorities of the Hospital had re- 
fused to allow food to be specially prepared for Jewish patients, and even to per- 
mit a Jewish minister toattend a dying patient of his own faith. 

The Board accepted an offer from Colonel Goldsmid that he would write pri- 
vately to the Governor of Gibraltar, with whom he was on intimate terms, with 
the ‘ora to the request of the Jewish memorialists in Gibraltar being complied

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


— 


On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman Street, Mr. H. LANDAU 
one of the Vice-Presidents, in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, drew attention to the fact that in spite of the increased demands upon the 
Institution, in consequence of the persecutions in Russia, there were no funds in hand 
to carry on the work of the Shelter. In spite of the opinion expressed by Mr. 
Arnold White, the work of the Shelter in persuading immigrants and also assisting 
them to leave this country was a highly patriotic one, and calculated to serve the 
interests of the Jews community. During the past three months 4,000 more meals 
were distributed than in the corresponding period of the previous year, and during 
Pagsover twice as many as in the previous year. He would appeal to ladies and gentle- 
men in the community to visit the Shelter and to acquaint themselves with its 
methods. The total expenditure annually was £600, and it would be little short of 
a scandal if from want of funds the Shelter had to be closed, It was that 
Institution which ,in spite of the increased hg had been the means of preven- 
at any Jews from having recourse to the public rates, or being found in the streets, 
Under the will of the late Mr. Samuel Hyam, £250 had been left for distribution 
among Jewish charities, and he was glad to announce that the executors had kindly 
promised £50 to the Shelter.—(Cheers.) The Reportof the Executive Committce 
stated that during the months of February, March and April, 342 inmates had 
passed through the Institution, as against 253 in the corresponding period of the 
previous year : the ages varied between 15 and 56 years, 211 were married and 131 
single, 305 had a knowledge of a calling, whilst 37 knew no trade 11,573 meals 
were distributed, 2,203 being on account of the Sabbath Meals ety. The ac- 
counts showed a deficit of £6 13s. The Report suggested the holding of a public 
meeting, or giving a concert in aid of the Institution, but the Obatrmain 
pointed out that at the present juncture it would not be advisable to draw too 
much public attention to the questions affecting immigrants. It was resolved that 
these steps should be adjourned sine die. 

It was resolved that the attention of the United Hebrew Charities of New York 
should again be drawn to the ill-treatment of Jewish cattlemen placed by that 
Society on cattle-ships. A vote of thanks to the chair terminated the proceedings.
